The pioneer of Breckenridge county 
was General William Hardin. He repre- 
sented the highest type of frontiersman. 
He was as brave as a lion and as enter- 
prising a* the typical business man of 
this generation. In hi* veins flowed the 
blood of the nobility of France. He was 
descended from one of the leading Huge- 
not families of that country, the mem- 
bers seeking the wilderness of this 
country to escape religious persecution. 
General Hardin came to this country in 
UNO. Accompanying him were several 
pioneer* whose names are borne by the 
best families that now inhabit this 
county. They were the Clayco 
Brashes™, Brnners, Hargers, Haynea, 
Rices, Jollys, Barrs, Deanes and Spen- 
cere. The settlers were attacked by 
Indiana at Big Spring and one of their 
number killed. 

A year later Oen. Hardin.accompanied 
by aeveral brave companions, returned 
to this county and established Hardin' 
Fort, at what is now Hardiosburg. I 
was a rule frontier outport and marked 
the picket line of civilization in the 
Southwest for many years. . 

Oeneral William Hardin waa a great 
Indian fighter. No man that ever pene- 
trated the wilds of Kentucky in that 
early day was better acquainted with the 
trickery and treachery of the red man. 
He understood woodcraft perfectly and 
his success at escaping the murderous 
arrow, knife, tomahawk and bullet of 
hiB aboriginal foes made them believe 
that he bore a charmed life. They called 
him "Big Bill." It was due largely to 
Hardin'a magnificent fighting qualities 
that the Indians were beaten back from 
Breckenridge and the frontier establish- 
ed further west. 

Hardin's remains lie buried to-day i 
an obscure spot and no sarcophagus ni 
monument marks the spot. Although 
by his bravery and his magnificent en- 
emies he left to posterity the richest

The yield haa always been extensive, 
even in year* when moat section! of the 
country suffered from crop failures. 

The fruit produced in Breckenridge 
county is noted for its superiority of 
shape, color and flavor. It it in great 
demand for export and market trade and 
choice Iruit always commandt the top 
market price. 

This fruit belt is hundred* of I 
nearer to the great markets ol the 
country than the apple orchard* of M 
ouri and Kansas that are now attracting 
ing so much attention. Freight rates by 
rail and river are much cheaper hen 
than in the weet and this assures a largei 
margin of profit to the grower. 

Another advantage that apple growers 
possess here over Western nrchardists 
the fact that there need be no waste of 
fruit. 

The choice apples always command a 
strong market and are readily sold, 
while culls and second grade fruit can be

The broken fortuues that 
followed the war preveuted uiauy of the 
oldeat devoteee of the resort from com- 
ing back and it is only in a deaultory 
way that it is now visited by health 
seekers.
